The firſt Place we ar- 
rived at was Faſiapa ; before this Place ſtands a 
Chapel, called The Souls; in the Frontefpice 
and Sides of it are ſeveral large Figures painted 
on the Walls, dreffed after the Spaniſb Faſhion,

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TRAVELLING- out of that Place, we came to 


2 very high und craggy Hill, called The Soldier. 
The Way is very difficult for Travellers, and 
impracticable in rainy Weather: We proceeded 
towards Mexico, and arrived at a Place called 
St. Jobn of the Saints, near which Place 
they make Salt, from a Lake whoſe Water 
is as ſalt as chat of the Sea. That part of 
the Country abounds with European Grain, and 
Indian Corn called Mais, which they gather 
towards. Chriſtmaſs, 

-Nz ax Aaico there is a Fountain that iſſues 
out of a Rock of the Mineral kind; the Water is 
wholeſome and warm: They ſay, That the Vir- 
gin appeared in this Place to an Indian, and 
diſcovered to him the Fountain and its Virtue. 
The Indian communicated the Matter to the 
Arch-biſhop, but he would not believe him. 
Sometime after, the ſame Viſion a d to 
the Indian again, telling him the ſame over 
again: The Indian faid he had done what ſhe 
had ordered him, but that they would not be- 
lieve him ; whereupon ſhe gathered fome Ro- 
ſes which had never been ſeen im that Country, 
and gave them to him. He then returned 
the ſecond Time to the Arch-biſhop, and gave 
him an Account of the aforeſaid Viſion ; who 
ſtill continued incredulous, and called him a 
Madman; but to convince him of the Truth, 


the Indian opened his Mantle, and ſhewed him 


the Roſes. 25 
Urox Account of this Viſion a Chapel 
was ſoon built there, being that I have men- 
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tioned ; which is nothing in compariſon to a 
Church built on the Ban of that Mountain; 
very magnificent, adorned with Lamps, Ima- 
ges, and Candleſticks of Gold and Silver; be- 
tides vaſt Quantities of Pearls, Emeralds, and 
other precious Stones. This Church is called 
Our Lady of Guardalupe, three Miles diſtant 
den Mexico; and thoſe chat do not go there 
Sunday to their Devotions, are not 2 
Chriſtians. Several Crutehes are ſeen 


goo of crippled Perſons, which, they ſay, 


came thither, and returned to heir en 
cured by the Virgin. 
On my return to Vera Cruz, we lodged in in a 
Town called St. Martin, where they have two 
Harveſts a Year ; ; the Paſture abounds with 
Cattle, and there is a ſmall River which comes 
from the aforeſaid Mountain. This Country is 
very pleaſant, and the Climate temperate. The 
S paniards would die for Hunger, was it not for 
the Indians that cultivate the Land. | 
From thfence we arrived at Vera Cruz, * 
are about two thouſand Spaniards that are 
Inhabitants, beſides three hundred Soldiers in 
Garriſon ; notwithſtanding which, they ſur- 
rendered the Place to fix hundred Pirates. 
As ſoon as I arrived I was carried to the Bay 
by ſome Soldiers, who put me into a. Boat 
to convey me on board a Ship that was juſt 


going to the Havana, and in twenty two Days 


we arrived in ſight of that Port, but the Wind 


ſuddenly ſhifting Northwards, we had my 
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he caſt away on the Coaſt. However, after 
ſome Danger, we at length got into the Port. 

As ſoon as the Spaniards landed, they imme- 
lately went bare Foot to a Chapel, called The 
Holy Cbriſt of the goad Voyage, and carried the 
Money they had yn in the Storm to ſay 
Maſs, in Caſe of their Deliverance. When Maſs. 
was over, the Captain, whoſe Name was Don 
Gregorio Arival, went. to the Governor of Ha- 
dana, and delivered him the Orders he had 
brought concerning his Priſoners, which was to 
ſend us to Spain. I was carried to Priſon by fix 
; Voldiers, where I was kept fix Months, and very 
na Will treated, for want of the Neceſſaries allowed 
two by the King of Spain for the Support of Pri- 
with ſoners. The Curate of Matamanos uſed to viſit 
mes me frequently, and to exhort me to abjure m 
Vs I Religion, hoping to meet with better Saccels 
The I than thoſe who had attempted it before him.

lurg, Richard Enfick, and another Frenchman : 
From hence we were carried to Seville, ani 
put into Jail. During fix Weeks we had hardly 
duſtenance; the Engliſbmen were aſſiſted by the 
Merchants of their Nation, but the Frenchmen 
had nothing, inſomuch that we were almoſt 
AFTER that Time I was called to the Door, 
rhere they gave me a Piece of Eight; and 
imagining it was for myſelf, I told my Com- 
panions of it; who alſo went to the Door, with 
Hopes of receiving each of them the ſame: 
But they were told, That Piece of Eight was 
for the twelve Prifoners newly arrived. Upon 
which I offered each of them their Share, 
which they refuſed, ſaying, They would ſooner 
die of Hunger than continue languiſhing in 
that manner, there being no more than ' fave 
Pence for each of us to keep us a Week. I 
earried the Piece of Pight to che Jailor, but he 
refuſed to cake it; upon which I caſt it on the 
Ground before him, which made him fo angry 
that he would have put me in Irons, and I op-

Woman went with her Huſband to the En 1

SOME Days afterwards, five Priſoners of 
whom I was one, were ordered to be put in 


Irons, and to be embarked for Cadiz. We 


were obliged to walk a great way to the Veſſel. 
As ſoon as we were on Board we failed out of 
the River, and in a little time got to Cadiax; 
where they carried us to the City Jail, and took 
off our Fetters, laying others on us that weighed 
from twentyefive to thirty Pounds, 


In this manner I was five Days waiting for 


my Diſcharge. At laſt I ſent a Letter to 
Monſieur Catalin, the French Conſul, and he 
went to wait on che Governor, who told him 


he had nothing to do with my Caſe, but that 


all depended upon the Count de Aguilar. The 
ſaid Count, by the Interceſſion of the Conſul, 


ſent a Letter to the Governor, wherein he or- 


dered him to ſer us at Liberty. 
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
